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that the student elected Honor 
Council will have to be free from 
outside and local politics: that there 
must be a definite plan, well-organ- 
ized in advance — all of this is nec- 
essary in order that the Honor 
System will not beoome a farce, 
either because the students are not 
informed xs to what is expected of 
them or because of the lack ol 
judicial processes to handle the in- 
dividual cases. 

Mr. des Cognets does not think 
that the honor system would work 
here because this is a large, state 
Institution, yet he acknowledges 
that it does work at the University 
of Virginia. 

The truth of the matter is that not 
only the University of Virginia, but 
the Universities of North Carolina, 
of Florida, and of California, to 
name a few large state-owned insti- 



In addition, there are many univer 
sities in the West and South which 
have the honor system, not to men- 
tion the traditional "eastern 
schools." 

The basic problem is not the size 
of the school, or whether privately 
or publicly owned, but rather wheth- 
er there are a few men and women 
on the campus who would give part 
of their time to study of the system 
and the formulation of a workable 
plan, and the indoctrination of the 
student body to the system. 

The motorists who abide by the 
traffic signals, though not under 
the direct supervision of a police- 
man, are as numerous in Kentucky 
as in any other state. 

And there are no more nickels 
missing from the newspaper coin 
container in front of our Union 
Building than there are from the 
change container at Washington 
and Lee. a small and privately owned 
institution, where the famous hono. 
system was recently exemplified in 
the newspaper by a picture of un- 
guarded coins and books. 

There is not a swift and easy 
solution of the present conditions, 
but t the student leaders unite 
their abilities and energies in time 
n praiseworthy system will be the 
culmination of their efforts. 

Then, no longer will there be a 
possibility of anyone regarding a 
UK graduate as an informed giant 
and an ethical infant." 

Possibly, to speak of honor would 
be useless: but to speak of the great 
tradition that the honor system 
would build here and to know that 
each of us had something to do 
with its establishment: or to speak 
of a more congenial student-fac- 
ulty relationship i which certainly 
cannot in any way work against 
the student > ; or to mention a new 
conception of the student body in 
the eyes of the public or of future 
employers: or to say a professor 
would be more likely then to give 
us the benefit of the doubt in an 
exam: or that the University exam 
will no longer be the breeding 
of cheats and croks: or 
to emphasize that investiga- 
fiave shown that the average 
remain about the same, witii 
very little change up or down in the 
number of As. B's. C's. etc. after 
the system has been established or 
after it had been abandoned— ail 
above would appeal, and should 
to the average student. 
Even if only one student ac- 
the honor system it would 
Our federal Constitution was 
voted on and accepted by a very 
small minority, but today it is uni- 
vei>jilly followed in the United 
States The laws that regulate our 
conduct and protect our privileges 
are not followed altogether because 
we really wanted them and approve 



them all. but because we know an- 
archy, s»h as exists in the exam 
room, is dangerous to all of us. 

In closing, the words that come 
rushing to my mind are "this above 
all to thine own self be true." for 
surely does not each one of as want 
to be "A man of truth; lord of his 
own actions, and expressing this 
lordship in his behavior; in other 
words, a gentleman."
